The World's Power Supply 


Writing in a current magazine, Lloyd;S. Darrow draws an 


interesting picture of the potentialities in hydro-electric power. 
He says that if an immense dam could'be cosntructed capable 
of storing all the water that flows down mountain. sides in this 
country, the generated power would be sufficient to turn every 
wheel in the world at one time. 


This is not an overdrawn statement, even though impos- 


sible of execution along the lines the writer draws. But it is 
possible, and some day will be put in operation, by the har- 
nessing of the water falls and rivers through a system of dams 
and generating plants. When it is considered that the esti- 
mated potential horsepower of -water flow in this country is 
in excess of 300,000,000, which, through the burning of coal

United States Athletes Victorious in 


Track and Field Events for Eighth 
Successive Time 


(By Associated Press) 


Olympic Stadium, Columbes, 
July 


14—America left the Olympic battle- 
lie'.d Saturday triumphant in. track and 
field for the eighth successive 
time 


since the modern revival of the Olym- 
pic games. Bnt when the dusk brought 
.1 close to the greatest and- most spec- 
tacular fight ever witnessed for in- 
;ernational athletic honors,, America 
shared the final glory with her gallant 
rival from the Xorth, Finland. 


Although the Americans in a con- 


vincing and final demonstration of 
their all-round supremacy 
Saturday 


shattered two more world and 
one 


Olympic record, the premier mantle of 
Olyraeic triumph went to the 
new 


Finnish hero, Alben Slenroos, who 
raced under anoU>er blazinjr sun to the 


classic marathon championship, a vic- 
tory which capped the climax to Fin- 
land's clean sweep of 
the 
distance 


races and gave the little Nordic coun- 
try the greatest laurels it has ever 
known. 


Stem-oos, a 40-year-old Helsingfors 


woodworker, running his first com- 
petitive marathon race in 15 years, 
sped over the 26 miles of country road 
to one of the most impressive victories 
in the history of the blue ribbon-event. 
He crossed the finish line inside the 
stadium amid a deafening ovation, in 
2 hours, 42 minutes, 22 3-5 seconds, 
nearly six minutes in front 
of his 


nearest rival, Bertinl, of Italy, with 
Clarence De Mar, MeJroee, Mass., the 
American veteran, finishing a 
close 


third, to send the stars and stripes up 
to the Olympic masthead for the mara- 


vthon for the first time since 1«3. 


But remarkable sj» w« 


triumph in the world', greatest test 
o£ heart and stamina, the highest 
honor of all In the final analysis roust 
be: bestowed upon his 
countryman, 


Paavo Nurmi, who completed a phe- 
nomenal record when, leading his team 
to victory In the 3000 metre race,- he 
won his fourth triumph-of the games. 


Nurmi, flawless running machine, 


whose, marvelous achievement in cap- 
turing four Olympic events equals the 
record set by the American Kraenz- 
lein 24 years ago, but stands alone in 
comparison with any accomplishments 
since that time, was the mainspring 
of the courageous but vain fight Fin- 
land put up to outscore the United 
States.
